I 
the bathroom was more conveniently j 
located, and tire house, un old Co­ 
lonial one, was saved the disfigure­ 
ment of a tacked-on addition. 
Mistake Is ('aught 
Another small job for a restaurant I 
man was handled sim ilarly by the 
alteration department of a New 
York architectural finn. On an en­ 
trance stairway alteration, a serious > 
headroom mistake was avoided and 
a better looking stairway provided. 
In neither of the above case* were 
cny drawings 
made, 
the service 
rendered was purely one of consul­ 
tation. An architect is equipped to 
render a service comparable to the 
physician. 
He can prescribe for 
building ills just as the physician 
does for bodily ills, and hi* need 
have no more interest in the con­ 
tractor’s charges than the doctor has 
in the druggist’s bill. 
Gives Expert Advice 
The 
architect 
is 
equipped 
by 
training and experience to render 
expert advice. Often his ••diagnosis 
und prescription" can be carried out 
by a reliable contra* tor without need 
of drawings or specifications. Mere­ 
ly the checking of items of expense 
by a disinterested expert may elim­ 
inate costly errors and later dis­ 
putes. 
The property owner Is feeling an 
increasing need for this type of 
service with the growing volume of 
modernization work. 
Its value is 
recognized by the federal housing 
administration in j>ermuting such 
fees to ix* purt of a modernization 
loan insured by them.

The navy has lost the Akron and 
the Macon in succession, the former 
with a heavy loss of life. 
Doubtful About Value 
The secretary of the navy said 
W ednesday he was 
doubtful about 
the value of dirigibles and th at he 
would state his views to Congress if 
the proposal arose to replace tho 
Macon. 
It was reminded that President 
Roosevelt had

dirigibles had a 
place in

service. 
He said also, however, they 
would not ask for additional airship 
construction at this time.

CHECK FOR FIRE 
DANCERS, HOME 
OWNERS URGED 


W ith the greatest jjorcentage rf 
fires starting inside buildings, prop­ 
erty owners are urged by the federal 
housing adm inistration to make a 
careful check of the location and 
construction cf chimneys, fireplaces, 
boiler settings, and other parts of 
heating systems. 
A good chimney lins a fire clay 
flue lining surrounded by a thick 
wall of brick, stone, or other no.i- 
combustile material, all parts being 
thoroughly cemented together, pro­ 
tecting the chimney from the ac­ 
tion of high tem peratures and flue 
gases. 
W henever the m ortar or cem ent 
shows signs cf disintegration, such 
as is often noticed at the top of 
chimneys, It should be promptly re­ 
pointed. The chimney, also, should 
be properly capped. 
No com busti­ 
ble m aterial should come in direct 
contact with it. 
Likewise, the bottom, sides and 
the back of fire places should be 
tiiick and built of non-combustible 
m aterial. 
It is often desirable to 
line Hie interior of the fireplace, 
which is often subjected to high 
tem peratures, with fire brick 
Such 
bricks are usually made of silica or 
clay, although these m aterials arc 
sometimes 
used 
together. 
When 
subjected to a high tem perature, 
they fuse, forming a practically u n ­ 
p en ious, fire-resistant surface.
